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On February 5, 2016, Sergeant Jason Goodding was fatally shot while trying to 
serve a warrant to a Seaside community member. This tragedy was overwhelming 

for our community. Sgt. Goodding was a respected and beloved man who played a 
huge role in the lives of Seaside students. He coached a basketball team made up 
of younger students, including his daughters. He was a mentor at the Cedar Ridge 
basketball camp every summer where our basketball players were able to benefit 
from his kindness and leadership. His memorial service was a week later, and with 
help from the Oregon Fallen Badge Foundation, the community came together to 
remember Sgt. Goodding and his legacy. The service took place at the convention 
center but had satellite locations at SHS, North Coast Family Fellowship, and other 
Clatsop County locations. Students at the high school were allowed to leave class to 
watch the procession from Camp Rilea to the convention center. The show of support 
and solidarity from officers as far away as Idaho, New York, and the Canada border 
was a sight to see. Students also had the opportunity to watch the service streaming 
in our cafeteria. Many community members shared great stories and memories of 
Sgt. Goodding during the service, including Clatsop County Sheriff Tom Bergin and 
Seaside Police Chief Dave Ham. We will fondly remember Sgt. Goodding and be 
thankful for his dedication and service.

In September, the Obama administration announced plans to increase the number of 
worldwide refugees accepted into the United States each year from 70,000 to 85,000 
in 2016 and by another 15,000 in 2017. According to Secretary of State John Kerry, 
this step “is in keeping with the best tradition of America as a land of second chances 
and a beacon of hope.” Other world leaders also announced aid for the estimated 4.5 
million Syrians who have fled their homeland since the civil war there began in 2011; 
Canada, France and Germany revealed plans to resettle families who continue to flee 
Syria — where healthcare, education systems, and other infrastructure have been 
destroyed and the economy is shattered.

November 13 was a devastating evening for the entire world 
as tragedy struck in Paris, France. A series of carefully 
orchestrated attacks took place in the City of Love and 

its Northern suburb, Saint-Denis. Suicide bombings and 
mass shootings in the streets, restaurants, a concert 
hall and the Stade de France ensued; a final count 
of 130 people were killed, and hundreds of others 
injured.
